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RESPONSIBILITY’FOR STREET RAILWAY TRUST. 


The street railway strike has brought prominently to the 
front the question of responsibility for the menace of the 
monopolization of the street railways of St. Louis, especially 
since suits have been brought in the Clireuit and Supreme 
Courts by Attorney-General Crow attacking the consolida- 
dation. The Ttépublican organs have clrarged the respon- 
sibility entirely upon the Democrats. 

Primarily, <he-responsibility rests with 
whose signature was necessary to the making of the Jaw 
creating the strect railway trust. He assumed this respon- 
sibility in signing and defending the bill. The odiurm attach- 
ing to the act, therefore, belongs to the Stephens adminis- 
tration. 

But the bill could not have been passed by the Legislature 
Without Republican aid. The record published by the Post- 
Dispatch shows that 58 Republicans and 54 Democrats in the 
Senate and Hvouse supported the bill. In the Senate every 
Republican member voted for the bill. In the House every 
Republican member except 4 voted for the bill. Of these 8, 
one was ill, making 7 Republicans of the entire membership 
one Was absent and one was ill, making 7 Republicans of 
the entire membership who voted against the bill. Of the 80 
Democrats in the House, 41 voted for the bill, 4 were absent, 4 
ill, and 31 voted against it. In the Senate 13 Democrats voted 
for the bill. There were 2 Populists in the House; one voted 
for and one against the bill. 

It will be seen from this record that 58 Republicans and 54 
Democrats voted for the menopoly bill, and without the aid 
of Republican votes the measure could not have passed.

WILL SIDNEY LUCAS WIN IT? 


Tf He Does He Wil! Be the Only Three- 
Year-Old Outside of Morello to 
Land That Stake. 


CHICAGO, July 21.—The Wheeler Handi- 
cap, which marks the get-away of the 
Washington Park Club, will be run this af- 
ternoon. 

This day of racing combining the second 
biggest event of the year of the western turf 
with the close of the present meeting, is 
next in importance and attractiveness to 
Derby Day. 

It will offer the last appearance in Chi- 
cago this year of some of the horses that 
have made the meeting famous, and will 
furnish one more excuse for’a display of 
fashion. 

Weather being favorable, there will proba- 
bly be a record-breaking crowd. 


The race, which will be the feature, was 
originated in i890, and named in honor of 
George Henry Wheeler, then president of 
the Washington Park Club. It carries With 
it $4000 in added money, and with a field of 
half a dozen starters will be vorth about 
$3500 to the winner. 

Sidney Lucas will start in the Wheeler 
Handicap, and attempt to do what no other 
3-year-old has before accomplished -—carry 
123 pounds on his back and win the race 

if he succeeds in doing it the ehestaut colt 
will be not only an idol, but a marvel. 

The great Morei.o, the only 3-year-cld that 
ever won the handicap, carried 117 js,ounds 
the day he beat Yo Tambien. 

Among other horses that will run today 
are Pink Coat, the winner of the Derby of 
1595; Jolly Roger, who beat Sidney lucas in 
the Great Western Handicap two weeks 
ago; Advance Guard, a Derby cand:date;

The Wheeler handicap, which was named 
in honor of the late president of the club, 
George Henry Wheeler, was first run in 
1880, when a field of 11 of the best handicap 
horses in tne West assembled at the post. 
The winner turned up in Teuion, a grand 
racehorse, wino carried 120 pounds and ran 
the distance, one mi.e and a quarter, in 
2:0644. Tithe following year the race brought 
out. a field of 10 and Ban Chief, carrying 
11544 pounds, and the stars and stripes of 
the Scoggan stable, carried off the honors 
in time that Was a quarter of a second fast- 
er.

during her natural life. To his son, Alex- 
ander, he gives $100 and his personal be- 
bongings, Masonic emblems, guns, etc. He 
leaves his mother $30 and each nephew 
and niece $1. 

The rest of the estate is to be placed in 
the hands of T. S. Chanman as trustee, 
who is to give the son $100 each month, if 
If he marries he is to get 
$200 per month. 

If he drinks or mingles with evil asso- 
clates he is to get no heip at all. If he ab- 
stains from liquors and narcotic drugs for 
one year he is to get $1000. Two yearg of 
such conduct will bring him $1500, three 
years $2000, four years $2500 and five years 
$3000. 

After that he is to receive half of the 
property in Christian County and all rents 
and profits therefrom. If he continues to 
be wise for another five years and saves

About Los Angeles, Cal., Is a 


Complete Failure. 


LOS ANGELES. Cal., July 21.—There will 
be no peaches or prunes exported from this 
part of the state this year, according to 


the statements of deciduous fruit growers. 
President A. R. Sprague of the Southern 

California Deciduous Fruit Exchange in an 
interview says: 

“There will be very little dried fruit in 
this section this year. except that which 
comes from the North. There will be no 
shipments of peaches or prunes. 

“The apricot crop also is very short, only 
here and there is there a locality in which 
the apricot crop approaches the average. 

“This shortage for the most part its 
caused by most unseasonable warm weath- 
er in January, followed by cold, but not 
frosty, weather. The same weather condli- 
tions exist in Arizona also.’

BELVIDERE, N. J., July 21..—‘“Jack”’ 
Hartzell, owncr of Hartzell’s ferry on the 
and his wife are suffering greatly as the 
result of an encounter with bees.

In a few moments the bees attacked her 
Delaware. river and an allround farmer, 
and she in her agony went rushing head- 
long among the hives and upset ten or 
twelve. The bees stuck-to her by the thou- 
sands. 

The animal bellowed and Mrs. Hartzell 
rushed out to see what the trouble was. 
One glance was all she needed to convince 
her that the cow was being done for, and 


must have help or be killed. 

Ghe went to her aid, but the bees drove 
her back into the house. Then she gathered 
together munitions of war and returned to 
the scene of conflict. The bees flew at her 
in great numbers, stinging her severely. She 
hurried away and called her husband. 

His efforts met with little success. The

THE BIG CITY OF TIEN TSIN 


Overcrowded With the Roughest of In- 
habitants and Estimated to Con- 
tain a Million People. 


Tien Tsin is the commercial capital of 
Northern China, the port of Pekin, and 
the great exchange and mart of Mongolia 
and Tartary proper. Situated on the flat. 
alluvial plain that runs up from the mud 
banks of the coast to the foot-hills of the 
Mongolian plateau, there is nothing in the 
site or plan of the native city to disting- 
uish it from any other collection of squat, 
tile-roofed, ramshackled buildings, inter- 
sected with filth-laden ditches, to be seen, 
with slight variations for soil and climate, 
from one end of China to the other. 
ferocity and turbulence of the ‘Tien 
mob have been notorious since tlhe lament- 
able massacre of 1870, which began with 
the murder of the French eonsul and his 
wife and culminated in unspeakable out- 
rages upon the wretched sisters of the 
religious orders. 

A water-side population in’China, as else- 
where, embraces the roughest classes of the 
community, and the character of the people 
is not improved by the presence of the greut 
army of Yamevu-runhers and parasites, the 
small fry of the official world. who hang on 
to the vice-regal Yamen of Chi-li, of which 
Tien Tsin is the seat of government. The 
city is said, according to the rough tests of 
calculation which serve for the Chinese cen- 
sus, to contain over a million inhabitants. 
Packed and compressed into the stone 
boxes that serve for houses, it is impossible 
for a stranger to make any estimate of the 
number of those woh dwell in them, but as 
one passes through the foul and narrow 
streets and slimy alleys they seem liieraliy 
to swarm and fester ith coolies, beggars, 
and parti-colored soldiers. Like all other 
Chinese cities, Tien-Tsin has its miles of en- 
circling walls, with’ the inevitable four gates 
and the regular succession of bastions, 
Strongly built « of mud, with a fac -ng of gRey- 
stone, those walls may have served their 
purpose seatnat bows and arrows, in the 
days of chronic rebellion and civil tumult, 
but they prove useless to resist the smallest 
gun of a modern armament. 

The railway.to Pekin. although construct 
ed accordingly to English plans and under 
English direction, belongs to the Chine Se, 
and is miserably managed, so far as its fi- 
nance goes, by Chinese officials of the nor- 
mal type, corrupt, wrong-headed and full 
of self-importance. In the trains which 
run to Pekin the only earriage de rently 
clean is that of the Imperial Maritime Cus~ 
toms, in which Europeans are us ually al- 
lowed. to travel. — railway siation at 
Tien Tstin 1s not in the Huropean settleme nt, 
but lies on the further «ide of the vreat 
wooden pontoon bride. Ww hich separates it 
from the native quarters. 

The European settlement is second to 
none in China, in the breadth and cleanli- 
ness of its streets and in SOlidity and com- 
fort of its houses. Like all’ the other 

“bunds,” it is an “imperium in imperio,”’ 
with its own municipal] arrangements and 
its own police. In no part of the empire 
is local government better understood or 
administered than in these s0-called con- 
cessions of Chinese territory. Each has its 
own city council, with officers and staff, 
regularly appointed and adequately paid, 
on the exact model of an English munici- 
pal borough of the first class. In fact, a 
town clerk of Birmingham would find him- 
self perfectly at home in the town hall of 
far-away European China. 

The severeity of the Climate, which cuts 
off Tien Tsin from the sea for four months 
of the year, has made the mere} iants put 
heavier weight of stone into the eon- 
struction of their houses here than further 
south, and the general appearance resem- 
bles nothing so much an important 
Scotch town, even in the character of its 
architecture, which the Sreat Sewotch firms 
Who farm out the Far Fast. have brought 
with them from their native land. The 
Police force is weennosed of Sikhs and 
Pathans—the “black devi ‘the Chinese 
call them—who ae fae enough the 
thick blue clothing ana’ 
gloves of a London “bobby,’’ 
work to perfection.
